The present legislature -\vas elected 


through a coalition of the farmer and la- 
bor. The farmer was assured by the 
Speakers and candidates in the campaign 
that the interests of these two classes were 
identical. 
The farmer was 
promised 


great 
benefits if he would join in the 


•union, and he apparently accepted the 
promises at face value. 
The legislature 


Ihas progressed far enough in its program, 
to offer to the farmer concrete evidence 
fcs to how the farm-labor combination is 
Trorking out and as to the benefits that 
fere in sight to the farmer by reason of it. 


The assembly has passed a bill to do 


feway with farmers' institutes, on the plea 
that a state which is spending $20.000.- 
000 annually for commissions, boards, de- 
partments, etc.. cannot afford an appro- 
priation of $20.000 or $30,000 annual- 
ly to help defray the expenses of farm 
institutes. 
Does the fapner believe that 


this legislation is in his interest? 


The assembly has passed a bill to abol- 


ish in their entirety the drainage laws of 
the state. Granting there are some things 
in the drainage laws that need correc- 
tion, do the farmers believe that drain- 
age, is good for soil and cultivation and 
do they believe it is to their interest to 
,abolish drainage? 


The assembly hasf passed a bill limiting 


/the hours pf labor in the industrial field 


t',%o eight hours per day and prohibiting any 
person from working more than eight 
lours, even if he desires to do so. If the 
principle of prohibiting men from work- 
ing more than eight hours in twenty-four1 


^jn mills and factories and other enterprise, 
-•whether the work is indoor or outdoor, is 
pound, it follows that the principle1 is ap- 
t plicab'le to the farm. A movement which 
goes so far as to say 'that men shall work 
"310 longer than eight hours per day. even 
if they are willing to work extra hours 
and arc paid extra for it. must inevitably 
ibe extended to farm labor. 


Does the farmer believe that the eight- 


'•lour day is applicable to his industry, 
even with overtime at time and half 
•wage, and does he believe that it would 
te practical to go still further and forbid 
liis hands to work more than eight hours 
in twenty-four? 
Certainly this is whafc 


he may expect if the assembly program 
goes through. How would he like to stop 
taking in his hay. for instance, at four or 
five o'clock in the afternoon if he were 
certain there was to be a heavy rainfall 
(during the night? What would he think 
of a law that actually forbade him. from 
taking in 'that hay? • 


This is exactly what contractors, fac- 


tories and mills face, so far as the -effects 
«f prohibiting labor beyond a certain hour 
^pould be to them. Work unfinished at 
the end of eight hours would have to go 
unfinished, regardless of the damage or 
loss that might follow from not contin- 
uing it an hour or two longer to comple- 
tion. 


If manufacturers, contractors and oth- 


«r employers of labors are to be subjected 
to such damaging restriction, which even 
tote employes themselves would net wel- 
come, has'the farmer any reason to be- 
lieve that he will not himself ultimately 
,|>c subjected to the same restriction? 


All of this legislation, together with 


that which is planned to increase taxa- 
tion, must as soon as it is in effect raise 
ffricea of practically everything the farm- 


these price increases when labor is limited 
to eight hours and the tax burden is hen- 
vily increased. 
Does the fanner believe 


it^sto his interest to pay more for every- 
thing he has to purchase? 
AVhat ass'ur- 


auce has he that the alliance with labor 
will bring him higher prices for what he 
has to sell? Has the alliance any control 
over the matter? Is it not true that the 
consumer in the c'ty, whether labor or any 
other class, constantly tries to buy food 
products t-he farmer raises and has to sell, 
as cheaply as possible? 


In all sincerity, what docs the farmer 


see thus far in the legislature and the le- 
gislative program at Madison which is of 
benefit to him? Self-interest demands 
that he answer this question candidly and 
honestly. At the meeting of the Brown 
county potato growers held in Green Bay 
this month, the former president of the 
Grain Growers association expressed the 
opinion that the attempted consolidation 
of farm-labor interests was futile. "Can 
anyone give me one reason for our tie-up 
with labor when our problems are dif- 
ferent?" he asked. 
This expresses the 


matter quite thoroughly. "We, the same 
as the businessmen." he went on, "have 
capital invested and might be termed busi- 
nessmen of a different class. I have be- 
come convinced, through recent experi- 
ences, that we simply misunderstand each 
other and."so far as I am concerned. I am 
heartily in favor of making an effort to 
learn something about the problems of the 
businessmen. 
We can and should meet 


on a different footing and know more of 
each other, 'not only in a business way 
but as individuals. 
One confidence and 


trust iand a sincere liking is established, 
we will be able to work together in the so- 
lution of our mutual problems." 


Which seems the more reasonable, co- 


operation between the commercial inter- 
ests of the country and the farmer, or a 
political alliance between the farmer and 
labor having for its purpose the isolation 
of these 'two classes from the rest (. so- 
ciety and in hostility toward it ? Tt is a 
question the farmer ought 'to be able to 
answer for himself, and we liave no doubt 
that he will do so intelligently and 
soundly. 


CHICAGO AND LAKE NAVIGATION 


Chicago has commenced to fight back 


against the efforts of the lake states to 
control its diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan for alleged sanitary purposes. 
As the attorneys-general of Wisconsin, 
Indiana. Illinois and Minnesota assembled 
in Chicago to discuss common action by 
these states in support of the suit insti- 
tuted by Wisconsin to restrain Chicago 
from diverting an. unreasonable amount 
of lake water, to the detriment of lake na- 
vigation, the trustees of the sanitary, dis- 
trict issued a carefully prepared state- 
ment denouncing this movement as 'the 
claptrap of "agitators, jungle politics 
and propagandists." 


The statement issued by these trustees 


and attested by engineers is of the same 
character it attributes to the "agitation" 
it is seeking .to discredit. 
The state- 


ment is couched in terms of extravagance 
and denunciation. 
Of course it makes a 


sweeping denial of the charge that the 
sanitary district is using an excessive 
amount of water and that it is lowering 
unduly the lake levels. 


If the attempts of the states to conserve 


lake navigation is to be regarded by Chi- 
cago engineers as "bunk." there is equal 
reason for believing on the surface of the 
brief they have filed that they are also 
guilty of resorting to subterfuge. The con- 
troversy is one for scientific determination, 
by reputable and disinterested engineers. 
It is not one to be tried in-the newspapers 
or by politicians. Chicago's statement'of 
its case clearly shows that it is using wa- 
ter from Lake Michigan for sewage dis- 
posal to avoid the expenditure of the 
many millions of dollars that would be 
required to treat> its^sewage in some other 
way. 


It complains that its health is menaced 


by the suit commenced by Wisconsin. 
This is of course nonsense. If'the courts 
find that Chicago is diverting water to 
the detriment of lake navigation and or- 
ders the diversion reduced, they will give 
the city ample time to take care of its 
sewage problem in some other manner. 
One thing is certain, and that is that the 
city of Chicago, even with its three mil- 
lions of people, is of less importance than 
the interests of the states concerned with 
lake commerce and with the preservation 
of an adequate stage of water in the 
Great Lakes. 


The courts are the proper place to try 


this issue. The trustees and engineers of 
the sanitary district of Chicago impugn 
rather than justify their motives when 


and with the ordinary tricks, of politi- 
cians, l^et us have a legal determination 
of tho question whether Chicago is injur- 
ing lake navigation oy diversion of wa- 
ter, and not be influenced by the parti- 
san, claims of either side. 
There is no 


question but what, the suit is worth while 
and that it ought to be carried to a con- 
clusion that will show definitely just what 
the facts are and whether the interests 
of lake commerce are suffering and are 
put in jeopardy.

SPEAKING OF INHUMANITY 


Here is a portion of a letter which, I think il- 


lustrates many human weaknesses: 


'My wife found out, about ihree months ago. that 


a lump which had been growing in her left breast 
for some time was a cancer. Dr. 
of 


advised her to be operated on right-away, but after 
thinking it over she decided against the operation 
She didn't believe she could stand the pain—nor the 
anesthetic. In the meantime she heard of a man in 


that could draw out, a cancer with plasters. 


She consulted him: he commenced his treatments 
nine weeks ago. The sixth plaster has just come 
off and apparently has done nothing b-it cause in- 
tense pain. The man says it is because- she has 
used her arm and that he must put another plaster 
on which will bring it out if she will keep her 
arm quiet for 10 days and stay in bed. There is also 
a tumor or lump as large as a. hickory nut in the 
other breast, which he says will be cured by the 
plaster on the left breast drawing the poi&on from 
her system. I know the answer that I would get 
from our family doctor, but" I feel that you will 
give an unbiased opinion." 


What horribly crude and inhuman treatment this 


poor woman has suffered in her ignorance! How 
infinitely greater the pain and the risk involved 
in dissecting a cancer out by means of caustic 
plasters or pastes than the pain or risk associated 
with dissecting it out with^the knife. Whether 
the particular plaster or paste employed in this 
instance was arsenic or zinc chloride or other cautic. 
I do not know, but it was a caustic, obviously and 
the "treatment" amounted to nothing else than 
slow burning of all the tissue touched by the cau- 
terizing chemicals, both normal tissue and cancer, 
followed by sloughing and ulceration, as after any 
terrible burn. And this woman voluntarily elected 
to endure the plaster treatment, though probably 
she little realized what it meant. 


Her husband isn't a good sport. He writes, now, 


in a half incredulous spirit, words his letter in such 
a way as to place the onus upon the unfortunate 
wife and to suggest that it was none of his doing. 
But he aided and abetted the cruelty. He "plainly 
betrays his belief that the family doctor would be 
"biased." Biased about what in heaven's name 
Biased in favor of humane treatment? Biased 
against such crimes as this plaster charlatan has 
perpetrated?
